WHEREAS; nonprofits help strengthen Wisconsin communities by creating spaces that foster 

public good, facilitate civic engagement, and translate vision into action; and 

WHEREAS; today, the state of Wisconsin commends the nonprofit sector for its resilience and 

invaluable contributions to the state and thanks the thousands of hardworking staff and 

volunteers who invest their time and expertise into serving others;
